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EDITOR'S PREFACE. 



Nothing is more gratifying to a 
Christian pastor, than the demand, on 
the part of his people, for a book of Fa- 
mily Prayers. The erection of a Family 
Altar, even more than an attendance 
upoa 'the public Sanctuary, seems in- 
dicative of a desire to acknowledge God 
in all their ways, and to sanctify their re- 
lative engagements with the Word of 
God and prayer. 

Yet it. is no easy matter to supply this 
demand. For though there are not 
wanting a great variety of Manuals for 
this purpose, few of them are so adapted 
to their object, as to be used with com- 
fort and profit. The style which is ap- 
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propriate to offices of devotion is alto- 
gether peculiar, and if it be difficult 
to pray extempore, without occasional 
indecorums and constant repetitions, 
it is perhaps as difficult, to compose a 
form of prayer, which shall be natural 
and edifying. 

The editor has been 'in the habit of 
using all the Manuals which have been 
published from time to time, and without 
intending to disparage others, he has 
never been able to use any of them so 
long with continued satisfaction, as that 
of Cotterill. His family prayers are 
already known in this country, four edi- 
tions having been printed; but for some 
time past the volume has not been ac- 
cessible. It seemed, therefore, a fa- 
vourable opportunity for issuing a re- 
vised edition. There was some incon- 
venience in the use of the former editions^ 
from the circumstance, that the length 
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of the prayers was too great, while the 
matter of each part was so excellent, as 
to make it difficult to decide which 
should be omitted, without a good deal 
of previous consideration; and, again, 
because each petition was printed in a 
separate paragraph, so as to break the, 
continuity of subject, and somewhat to 
damp the ardour of feeling. To remedy 
these inconveniences, has required a 
good deal of pains, though there has 
been no material alteration in any one 
part. The prayers have been abridged 
in length, not so much by omission of 
paragraphs, as of clauses and parenthe- 
ses, which tended to mar the simplicity 
and directness of the style. Where ad- 
ditions were deemed necessary, they 
have been derived, like the rest, from 
the pages of Scripture or the Liturgy of 
the Churoh of England. Separate sen- 
tences of like kind, have been collected 
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together, as far as possible, and the para- 
graphs, as uow arranged, are intended 
to indicate the different kinds of prayer; 
namely. Adoration, Confession, Petition, 
Thank^i ving and Intercession. Many 
of the Occasional Prayers have been 
omitted, as not likely to be generally 
used; and instead of these, a Memoir of 
the Author has been extracted from the 
London Christian Observer, containing 
some interesting circumstances, and 
many valuable observations. This, it is 
hoped, will be peculiarly welcome to 
those who have long known the author, 
through the medium of this volume; and 
may serve to awaken a greater interest 
in behalf of his only published work, 
among those who are now for the first 
time introduced to its acquaintance.

MEMOIR 



OF THE 

REV. THOMAS COTTERILL. 



The Rev. Thomas Cotterill was the second son of a 
respectable woolstapler at Cannock, in the county of Staf- 
ford, where he was borii Dec. 1, 3779. From childhood 
he manifested a strong predilection for the ministerial 
office, and was remarkable as a boy for steadiness and di- 
ligfence. The schools to which he was sent in early life 
afforded him no peculiar advantages ; bat he afterwards 
enjoyed the benefit of superior classical instruction at the 
grammarrschool in Birmingham; and at the usual age 
was admitted a member of St. John's College, Cambridge, 
with very respectable qualifications. His chief compa- 
nion at college, and his dearest friend, was Henry Martyn. 
Their friendship, which commenced before either of them 
showed any decided indications of a refligious character, 
was nrmly cemented, by their becoming, about the same 
time, the subjects of a change in their views and feelings, 
which had a controlling influence over the future lives of 
both. " The name of Marty 9," Mr. Cotterill once said on 
a public occasion, ** is associated with the most eventful 
circumstances of my life. We took sweet counsel toge- 
ther, and walked unto the house of God in company. 

Hf had enjoyed in early life few opportunities of ob- 
taining religious knowledge. His parents were respect* 
able and amiable, and by many would have been account- 
ed religious ; but, sincere and upright as they were, ac- 
cording to the extent of their knowledge, and few per- 
sons were ever more so, they were at that period exceed- 
ingly defective in their views of Christian truth and their 
exhibition of Christian practice. They were, however, 
careful to impress upon the minds of their children what- 
ever they themselves knew of religion, and rigidly en- 
forced a consistency of moral conduct ; but little more 
was expected, or d^sire^, than attention to the outward

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forms of religion, and to those things which are honoar- 
able and of good report in the estimation of the world. 
In these respects, Thomas, the subject of this memoir, 
was, at the time of his goingr to college, every thing his 
father could wish — (his mother had died some years be- 
fore.) He was strictly moral in his outward conduct, 
and was beloved in a remarkable degree by all who knew 
him. Indeed, he possessed from childhood a remarkable 
sweetness of disposition. But during his residence at 
college, that change commenced to which allusion haa 
been already made, and which, however estimable the 
previous character may be, eventually makes all thin^ 
new, either in their nature or their direction. Though it 
is not in any case needful that we should be able to trace 
up this renovation to some first strong impressions made 
upon the mind, the turning point in the journey of life, 
yet surely it is both allowable and useful to contemplate 
the means which God employs to bring men out of dark* 
ness into his marvellous light, and to guide their feet 
into the way of peace : and in the present case such a re- 
view will illustrDte the line of distinction which separates 
the amiable and respectable worldly character, from the 
decided, the devoted Christian. 

During the latter part of his residence at Cambridge, 
Mr. Cotteiill would sometimes repair, with his friend 
AAactyn, merely for idleness or amusement, to Trinity 
chufch; and though for a time, he scoffed and trifled, 
and remained unmoved, yet he could never shake off 
from his mifid the impressions made upon it by the dis- 
courses which he there heard. Either Mr. Simeon's ear- 
nestness was irrational, or his own religious system was 
extremely defective. This conviction led him to serious 
inquiry, and to prayer for divine direction, which issued 
in a thorough persuasion that the service of God is the 

?|reat concern of man, and that he himself had most aw- 
iilly neglected it. Under these first impressions of the 
supreme importance of religion, he wrote to the several 
members of his family, expressing the most affectionate 
interest in their welfare, and endeavouring to turn their 
thoughts to those subjects which were now of supreme, 
and almost exclusive importance in his estimation. It 
does not, however, appear, that previously to his deper^ 
ture from Cambridge he attained those correct and scrip- 
tural views of religious truth which he ultimately adopt- 
ed, and to which, for more than twenty years, he slei^ 
dily adhered. 
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For the sake of those of my readers who have not seri- 
odsly turned their minds to religioas inquiries, it may be 
desirabje to be somewhat more explicit with regard to the 
nature of that change of mind which, even in its com- 
mencement, produced such important practical effects. 
In this case, as in many similar ones, there was probably 
very little addition of speculative knowledge. Had Mr. 
Cotterill been previously asked what was the moral con- 
dition of man, he would perhaps have replied, in the 
words of our Church Catechism, " We are born in sin, 
and the children of wrath." If it had been further in- 
quired of him, who was the Saviour of mankind, be 
coijd have felt no hesitation in giving the proper an- 
swer. And had he been questioned respecting any other 
leading doctrine or precept of Christianity, his opinions 
might have been found, in the main, scripturally correct. 
But though he had little of speculative truth to learn, 
he had much to learn of his own personal interest in doc- 
trines which had hitherto remained dormant in his un- 
derstanding. His views were new, therefore, in point of 
intensity. 

There is anbther peculiarity in such cases, not unwor- 
thy of notice. Though little may be added to the amount 
of religious knowledge, there isa vast change in the rela- 
tive importance attached to some of its different branches. 
All parts are equally unimportant to the man whose heart 
is unaffected by the orthodox confession of his lips. 

When a^man, in the language of Scripture, has " tasted 
the powers of the world to come ;" has become impressed 
with the idea that he shall remove at no distant period 
to that unknown region of blessedness or wo, where he 
shall continue throughout eternity; his mind will dwell 
with great frequency and most intense interest on those 
parts of revealed truth which immediately affect his own 
future safety and happiness. His own moral state, as 
viewed by his Creator and Judge; the way of acceptance 
made known in the Gospel', the evidences of an accepted 
state ; the service which God requires at his hands, and 
the means afforded for enabling him to perform it : these 
are the subjects which are felt to be of vital importance, 
and to which all others are made subservient, by one who 
has learned to estimate the relative value of time and 
eternity. The peculiar doctrines which, after anxious 
and diligent examination, Mr. Cotterill was led to regard 
as the foundation of all right views and right eonduct in 
religion, shall be stated in his own words ;— *^ The entire 
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and radical corrapUon of human Datare by the Fall ', the 
(toDsequent necessity of an entire and radical change hy 
the agency of the Holy Ghost; justification, complete, 
from first to last, through the merits of the Lord Jesus 
Christ, by faith, by faith only, to the utter exclusion of 
works ; the indispensable necessity of holiness, of uni- 
versal holiness, of heart and life, as constituting the 
grand evidence of a justifying faith, and the only quali«< 
fication for heaven." These fundaimental truths he stu- 
diously incorporated into all his ministerial instructions ; 
firmly believing them to be in perfect agreement with 
Scripture, and with the formularies of the Established 
Church, and that on the cordial reception of these doc- 
trines the salvation of the soul depends. 

These were his matured sentiments, and they were thus 
expressed by him after he had been for some time in the 
ministry ', but they had been in a course of formation from 
the time he received his first religious impressions at 
Cambridge, and they soon came into active exercise. A 
conviction of their truth led him to embrace them, and 
experience of their value strengthened his attachment. 

Mr. Cotterill was ordained to the curacy of Tutbury, in 
Stafibrdshire, about a year and a half after he lefl Cam- 
bridge, the intermediate time having been spent in con- 
tributing to the happiness and spiritual welfare of his own 
family. Several amongst them, who had utterly disre- 
garded his expostulations and advice when he was at a 
distance, were unable, under the power of Divine grace, 
long to resist the influence of a consistent and lovely ex- 
hibition of Christian principles constantly before their 
eyes. His beloved friend, Mr. Price, who was intimately 
acquainted with his feelings and pursuits at this period of 
his life, has given the following detail of them in a fune- 
ral sermon preached at Sheffield. « It was in his early 
life,** remarks Mr. Price, ** tliat I became acquainted with 
your late and now deeply lamented minister. At that 
time, though looking forward to the office of a clergyman 
in the Church of England, he had, it is probable, no idea 
of the peculiar responsibility and serious duties of a mi- 
nister of the Church of Christ. The general respectabi- 
lity of the clerical office, and its peculiar facilities of in* 
troduction to the graces of literature and the charms of 
superior society, most probably caught and detained bis 
attention. But, through the mercy of God, his ultimate 
determination to ' the ministry which he* subsequently 
* received in the Lord Jesus,* was not, as I well aod4ho- 
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roughly know, without th6 most determined resolutioBi 
throngrh the grace of God^ * to fulfil it' Well do we re- 
member the time when his understanding was opened 
to understand the Scriptures; well do we remember the 
time when his heart seemed ready to burst with a sense 
of its former blindness and insensibility; when sin ap- 
peared ' exceeding sinful;' when Christ appeared exceed- 
ing precious, ' the very chief among ten thousands, and 
altogether lovely,' tbe One only Name under heaven gi- 
ven amongst men whereby we can be saved, — made of 
God unto us, wisdom, and righteousness,- and sanctifioa- 
lion, and' redemption; — when, with a consciousness of 
his own utter helplessness and insufficiency, the commu- 
nication of the Holy Spirit seemed of supreme moment, 
to instruct, to sanctify, to comfort, and to seal unto the 
day of redemption. Well do we remember the time when 
the office and duties of a Christian minister appeared aw- 
ful, and yet beautiful, in his eyes; when bis soul was ani- 
mated with vehement desire to undertake the office and 
perform the duties, and his tongue, touched as it were 
with a live coal from the altar, to proclaim unto his fellow 
sinners the glad tidings of that salvation of which he hoped 
himself to be a partaker with them." — ** Well do we re- 
member the time, when measures and plans, and linds of 
conduct began to be weighed, and pursued unceasingly 
for the good of others ; when first the various wants ofail 
within his reach, whether spiritual or temporal, were 
investigated and relieved to the utmost; when the larger 
portion of his time was occupied in explorinsr the haunts 
of disease and wretchedness, in kneeling by the bed of 
sickness, in carrying relief and consolation to the more 
retired recesses of want and sorrow, in satisfying himself 
(I speak that which I have known, and testify that which^ 
I have seen) with a mtal of bread, that he might give his 
meal qf meat to others." 

Mr. Price particularly mentions his anxiety for the spi- 
ritual welfare of his relatives, and especially of his father. 
" And what," he asks, " was the result ? The father of 
so many prayers and solicitudes was born again in his 
old age, and lived for years the delight and fflory of his 
sons. Judge for yourselves, my brethren, the feelings 
with which your late minister must hav6 contemplated 
such a father, when for years he had the opportunity of 
witnessing his meekness and quietness of spirit, his as- 
tonishing patience under occasionally great bodily suf- 
fering, his complete and entire deadoess to those gainful 
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pnraaits which before had been so habitual to him; and^ 
abo^e all, his spirituality of mind, which, at the advanced 
age of eighty, could delight, with all the vivacity of 
youth and the firmness of manhood, in never- wearied 
meditations, and discussions upon those high and holy 
subjects which involve the last and dearest interests of 
all mankind." 

In July, 1805, he was elected Perpetual Curate of Lane- 
End, a populous village in the Slafibrdshire Potteries, 
containing at that time about six or seven thousand inha- 
bitants ; to which place *' he was allured principally by 
the prospect of abundant work, which presented itself to 
the eye of a Christian minister." " When I arrived 
there/' said he to an intimate friend, '^ and found myself 
in the streets with the people swarming about me in all 
directions, I looked at them till I loved them so that I 
made up my mind not to leave them (should the will of 
God be so) till I had laboured hard and long among them 
to do them guod." Hard and long did he labour among 
them, and much good, no doubt, he did among a people 
so affectionate and attached as numbers of them were to 
him. On the Sunday, he conducted two full services, and a 
lecture in the evening. During the week he had a ser- 
vice in the church, and his other evenings were spent in 
private readings, in teaching the children, or in visiting 
the sick. He established a verv large Sunday school ; 
and in every possible way laid himself out for the good 
of the inhaliitRnts. 

In 1808, Mr. Cotterill married ; and when bis family 
increased, he was compelled to add to his other labours, 
the care of pupils, for his income, while at Lane- End, 
never exceeded a hundred pounds a year. He could not* 
consequently, now devote every evening in the week to 
his parochial labours; but he had an extraordinary art of 
finding time for all his duties; and he debarred himself 
even of necessary rest, in order to prepare a volume of 
Family Prayers^ which have met with general approba- 
tion. 

At the commencement of 1817, he obtained the Perpe- 
taal curacy of St. Panrs, Sheffield, in a manner as no- 
noarable to the worthy vicar on whom the appointment 
devolved as to himself: That gentleman having formed 
a favourable opinion of Mr. Cotterill's character and ta- 
lents from general report, and from the perosal of a visi- 
tation sermon which he had published, was so anxious to 
tieertain how far hia qnalincatioiia aa a preacher fitled 
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him for so important a situation, that he went oyer to 
Lane-End for the purpose of being present during divine 
service. Every thing which he there heard and saw 
convinced him of Mr. CotteriU's ministerial excellence, 
and the result was the removal of the latter to Sheffield 
in the following summer. In this new situation, which 
was, in every respect, one of increased importance, he 
showed himself, as he had ever done, ^ ready to every 
good word and work," 

His ministerial duties (till a few months before his 
death) consisted of two services at his own church, and a 
sermon once a month at the parish church on the Sun- 
day, and also on the Wednesday evening, besides occa- 
sional services. In turn with the other clergy of the place, 
he visited the infirmary and workhouse. He aUo gave 
regular instruction of a more private nature to some of 
the poor, who, from old age or other circumstances, stood 
in peculiar need of it; and once a week he assembled the 
teachers and scholars of the Sunday school connected 
witli his church. It needs scarcely to be remarked, that 
be was also in the constant habit of visiting the sick and 
afflicted. Being no less able than willing to give suita- 
ble advice in most exigencies, either of a temporal or spi- 
ritual nature, a considerable portion of his time was oc- 
cupied in attending to such applications. He delighted 
in the office of a peace-maker, and he was peculiarly fit- 
ted for it by his quick discrimination of character and his 
unfailing sweetness of temper. He never thought of him- 
self when an opportunity occurred ofdoinggood tootners. 
Every one could read in his countenance, *' Here I am^ 
employ nie as you will for your benefit, provided the ob- 
ject be a lawful one." With such a disposition and such 
unusual powers of usefulness, his employments, amidst 
so large a population as that of Sheffield, would have been 
quite as much as his strength would allow, even if he had 
not unhappily been obliged, from the smallness of his in- 
come, to receive pupils into his house, who occupied seven 
or eight hours of his laborious day. The consequence 
was, that he seldom had leisure for the preparation of his 
sermons, — an occupation which affijrded him the highest 
enjoyment, — till late in the evening; and sometimes he 
devoted whole nights to that object. No constitution 
could long bear up under such a pressure of engage- 
ments ; and, about six months before his death, his friends 
saw with anxiety that his health was gradually declining. 
At their earnest solicitation he reluctantly gave up preach- 
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inff at the parish church, and about the same time spent 
a ^w weeks for the benefit of the sea air at Bridlington, 
chiefly, however, on account of the ill health of his wife. 
But this was a season only of comparative rest. While 
there, he preached regularly in the church, and exerted 
himself in various ways with such unaffected modesty and 
humility that he will be long remembered at Bridiinjrton 
aa a faithful and affectionate minister of ** Christ's floek 
scattered throughout the world." 

On his return to Sheffield, his friends were grieved to 
find that he had derived little benefit from change of air, 
yet he continued the performance of his usual duties, till 
Sunday, November 23d^ when he was so mocb exhaust* 
ed after the morning service, that he. gladly accepted 
an oflTer of assistance in the afternoon. In a few days 
he was attacked by a fever, which appeared soon to 
yield to the remedies employed ; but, attempting to re* 
sume his labours with his pupils, he brought on a relapse, 
which assumed a very alarming aspect. From this time 
he was evidently impressed with the idea that he should 
not recover ; and even during his delirium eternity seems 
constantljr to have occupied bis mind. Often would he 
imagine bis beloved flock before him, and address to them 
the most affectionate and awakening expostulations on 
the vanity of the world, the nearness of eternity, and the 
necessity of a heavenly mind for theenioyment of future 
blessedness. Sometimes he would call successively for 
his children; and, reminding them of their pecoliar fail- 
inp and dangers, he would address them on that great 
subject which filled his mind, with all the authority of a 
father, yet with a sweetness of voice and manner which 
was peculiar to him, and never forsook him. ** Upon 
more than one occasion,** Mr. Price states in his sermon, 
** in the earlier part of his illness, when he was quite 
himself, calling me by my name, he said, with great af- 
fection and solemnity, * The day, the day is nearer than 
Iou conceive.* '* Mr. Price adds several remarks which 
e made durine his mental wanderings, but which he 
mentions merely as showing the habitusl bent of hit 
thoughts. He gives a most a^ctine account of him in 
one of his lucid hours. His wife and his friend had been 
praying by his bed-side. ** When his friend,** continues 
Mr. Price, *< had ceased praying, your lamented minister 
raised himself upon his left elbow, and with his right hand 
eamestlv stretched out towards heaven, and with a voice 
in ita foil ttcength^iddreiaed one of the moat elear, eoo« 
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nected, pertinent, and awful prayers to God, that was, 

Serhaps, uttered by man. It compriBed a reference|to 
is wife, his children, himself, and his friend; and then 
distinctly to bis own flock, and all the people of the place, 
and to the extension of Christ's kingdom throughout the 
world." His chief request was, that ** they might be 

Srepared to stand before the Son of Man." At ttie close, 
e sunk down powerless and exhausted on his bed. He 
continued for about ten days in a state of the greatest 
danger, and twice he seemed rescued from the grasp of 
death by the assiduity and skill of his medical attend- 
ants. At the end of that time, a favourable change in the 
disorder renewed the hopes of his anxious friends. The 
delirium gradually subsided, but he was too weak to ad- 
mit of conversation. Still the peaceful state of his mind 
was evident to all around him, and his gentle-, affectioll- 
ate spirit made him endeavour by words and looks of 
kindness to show his gratitude for their attentions and 
services. The extraordinary interest felt for him was not 
confined to his own family and congregation, but seemed 
to pervade the whole population of the town in which he 
resided. 

The hopes which had been excited, were soon crushed 
by a return of fever, which in two days put an end to 
his suiTerings. The same holy calm reigned within his 
breast to the last. Not a shadow of a doubt seems ever 
to have crossed his mind with respect to his future pros- 
pects; and his own will seemed to be annihilated, being 
absorbed in the will of God. The day previous to his 
death, his brother having remarked to him that heaven 
was a blessed place, his countenance lighted up, and he 
exclaimed, " Oyes, it is indeed/* " And you," his bro- 
ther replied, '< will soon be there." He paused, and with 
an expression of voice and countenance, as if he dared 
apt indulge a wish for immediate blessedness, he re- 
joined, " Tttal must depend on the will of Him with whom 
are the issues of life and death." Just before he expired, 
hie afflicted family being assembled round his bed, he 
prayed for a considerable time in the most fervent and 
energetic manner, with all his faculties evidently in full 
cncercise. At last his strength failed, and he continued 
his intercourse with Heaven in a lower tone, when the 
word * temptation' struck the ear of his anxious brother; 
but, on listening attentively, he perceived with delight, 
that Ij^was praying for his children, that they might be 
kept zrom *' the temptations of the world, the flesh, and 
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the deyil.*' His Toiee then pradoally naking', in a few 
minutesy without a sigh or a struggle, he closed his eartb* 
ly labours, and entered into his eternal rest. The feel- 
ings of all present during the heari-afiecting stiUneaa 
which sncceededi were in perfect unison with the ex- 
pression of one amongst them , " Blessed are the dead 
which die in the Lord. ' 

When Mr. CotteriU's death was annoanced, it seemed 
as if every one who heard the mournful intelligence had 
lost a son, a father, or a brother. A few days after hia 
decease, a meeting of the seat-holders of St. Paul's waa 
held, for the purpose of expressing their sorrow for the 
loss of their minister, and their respect for his memory. 
The whole congregation were requested to put them- 
selves in mourning ; and as if they felt every mark of 
kindness and attention to their departed ^imd (the name 
by which they affectionately designated him) as a per- 
sonal favour to themselves, votes of thanks were passed 
to the medical gentlemen who had attended upon him 
with unwearied assiduity, and to those ladies who had 
watched over him and ministered to his wants with ma- 
ternal tenderness. 

It was well known to Mr. CotteriU's congregation, that 
his family, consisting of a wife and five children, were 
left without provision, and they hastened to afford them 
effectual aid. The day after the funeral a meetirng waa 
convened which was marked by a truly generous now of 
Christian feelinff and benevolence. Nor were this feel- 
ing and benevolence confined to the neighbourhood of 
Sheffield. In Staffordshire, where Mr. Cotterill had pre- 
viously exercised his ministry, and indeed wherever hie 
character was known, the esteem and affection with 
which he was regarded, have been evidenced by liberali- 
ty towards those whom he left behind him. 

Though the character of Mr. Cotterill has been, to a 
considerable extent, developed in the preceding historical 
sketch of his life, it may be desirable to advert more par- 
ticularly to some of its leading features, with a view, 
chiefly, of illustrating the cause of his ministerial aw- 
fulness. He was remarkable, not for originality of fo- 
nius, but for vigour and soundness of intellect ; not ror 
the exhibition of one dazzling talent that attracted the 
admiration of one class of hearers, bat for possessing a 
union of mental endowments which rendered hire inte- 
resting and useful to all. His mind was so con^ftoted 
and so balanced as exactly to fit him for bis work. Uwm 
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q«ick in pereeptton, fltroitgf in apptefaensiony hftppy in 
combioation, and ready, honest, and arffumentative in 
the development of ita stores. His intellectual powera 
were much assisted by his moral qualities. An unusnal 
freedom from selfishness, vanity, and irritability, made 
him see every subject in the clear day-light of truth, 
and stamped a peculiar value on the decisions of Ijisjudif- 
ment. In attempting to portray this part of his charac- 
ter, the language of his friend, Mr. Price, must again be 
adopted. ** If there be one quality more than others 
which in him manifested itself with singular felicity, it 
was sweetness of temper. When sweetness of temper is 
combined with strength of understanding, soundness of 
principle, and corresponding exertions, it constitutes the 
greatest charm of earthly existence. Oh ! what an ap- 
palling sum of misery in domestic and social life is the 
product of violent, of sullen, of envious, of obstinate, of 
jealous and froward temper ! Throughout the whole of 
our thirty years* friendship, some of which were passed 
in almost constant and close intercourse, although we 
occasionally thought differently, and came to opposite 
conclusions upon subjects which cannot be deemed of 
minor importance, and in which both of us were serious- 
ly interested, yet during that period of thirty years I ne- 
ver heard one unkind word, I never saw one unkind 
look, I never had known cause to suspect, and I never 
did suspect him of one unkind thought towards me. Nay 
more, 1 never knew him (and I think I was continually 
admitted to his inmost privacies,) I never knew him ut- 
ter, or appear secretly to entertain, one unworthy thought 
of any human bein^ ! Hence it was that with due al- 
lowance for the decided opinions which such an under- 
standing as his could not but form, and the decided line 
of conduct which such principles as his could not but 
pursue, no man living perhaps, within an eqoal circle, 
ever had fewer open enemies, and more private friends. 
Wherever he went, affectionate and warm-hearted friends 
seemed to spring up around him at once, to hail him as 
almost of a higher order of created beings, and to increase 
in numbers and in demonstrations of increasing regards* 
An effect so happy was the result of a most felicitous 
combination in which sweetness of temper beaming in a 
countenance which was its most suitable index, seemed 
to hold a very prominent place. This temper, when 
combined with such principles, such talent, and such ex- 
ertions as his, seema to form what the holy Apostle has 
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diftinctly designated the food man, for whom " perad- 
▼enture some wottid even dare to die.*' 

** In iazta- position with this very conspicuous feature 
which disposed him to uniform cheerfulness in himself, 
and to the promotion of it in others, 1 would place (what 
might surprise many^ a constantly prevailing and most 
powerfully operating impression of the vanity of life, and 
the nearness of every man to bis final destination. He 
ever appeared to me, from the very first of his religious 
impressions to the last, to have upon his mind a more ha- 
bitual and realizing impression of the near approach and 
certainty of future judgment, than most other men. He 
had less of prospective plan, and looking forward to years 
to come, than most other men; and was always, thoagli 
unobtrusively, disposed to that seriousness of view which 
easily admitted the possibility of that day or that night 
then passing being his last. This possibility, which others 
would coldly allow, he would feelingly believe; and 
where a strong shock would be necessary to impress it 
vividly upon the minds of others, an apparently trivial 
incident would suffice for a most operative influence on 
his own. It was not death, nor any of its circumstances ; 
it was not alarm of dying, for I know not that he ever 
had anj^ ; it was not apprehension of pain or disease, or 
any violent or lingering mode of dissolution; — it was the 
moment after death ; it was the instant of passing into the 

Kresence of his God ; it was the * hoar when the Son of 
Ian Cometh;' it was* the swallowing up of time into 
eternity:* it was the sudden burst upon immortal scenes; 
it was the instantaneous call to a state to be fixed for ever, 
be it what it may; it was an awful though adoring ap- 
prehension of the unutterable Majesty of Uie Most High ; 
It was the act of giving account to God; it was some- 
thing, perhaps, stronger and clearer, than I ean state to 
you, which in an instant, and at any instant, could im- 
part a holy solemnity to his cheerful mind, which could 
as instantly dispose it to the more direct impulses and 
acts of religious duties. Thus to him, time and eternity 
were (if I may so express it) closer together than to most 
men. To him the veil which hung between them was of 
thinner texture; the line which separated them of short- 
er length. Hence, perhaps, be was habituall? nearer to 
bis God than many other real Christians; and witbont n 
ptartiele of unbecoming levity on the one hand, or of seve- 
rity and harshness on the other, was at once the bomble^ 
the earnesti the energetic minister of Christ" 
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Bat, one> of the most striking featnres in Mr. Gotttf- 
rill'e character was his disinterestedness. They who best 
knew the interior of his mind, and who, doringr a sericB 
of years, had abundant opportunities of discovering; its real 
tendencies, never could perceive the least approach to an 
undue consideration of himself. On the contrary, he was 
ever willing to give up his own just rights, if he could 
thereby contribute to the happiness of others. In the in- 
tercourse of social life, tests of character in this respect 
are of constant recurrence and of various description. 
Many who may be disinterested in pecuniary concerns, 
are extremely selfish with regard to their personal grati- 
fications. They will sacrifice their money, but not their 
ease, their reputation, their feelings, or their opinions. 
But the disinterestedness of Mr. Cotterill was of a very 
difierent order; it extended to all those particulars, and 
plainly proved to those who had any knowledge of him, 
that he sought ** not his own, but the tilings of Jesus 
Christ" In public and in private life, the glory of God, 
and the good of his fellow creatures appeared to be his 
constant and undivided aim ; and though he conld have 
turned aside into the paths of ease and worldly emola- 
ment, he deliberately chose the path of labour and com- 
parative poverty. It is evident that these qualities of 
mind and heart, for which Mr. Cotterill was chiefly dis- 
tinguished, were peculiarly adapted to give effect to his 
ministerial instructions. His conduct was uniformly 
consistent with a remark which he frequently made, that 
he was always ready to sacrifice /ee/en^5, but never prin-' 
dplc 

To those who were not personally acquainted with Mr. 
Cotterill, the character which has been here siven of him 
may possibly appear partial or exaggerated; but they 
who know him best, will, it is firmly believed, most clear- 
ly acknowledge its faithfulness. Did he then, it may be 
asked, possess all this excellence without any countervail- 
ing defects? It may perhaps be questioned, whether, 
whilst he was ever ready to attend to the temporal wanta 
of others, he paid all that regard which w4s necessary to 
his own worldly circumstances : but, if he did fail here, 
this did not arise from indolence or self-indulgence ; few 
men were ever more free from these vices. It was the 
infirmity of human natnre, which, in avoiding one error, 
verged towards another. He had a very strong convio- 
tion upon his mind, of the extreme sinfulness of a world- 
ly-minded spirit in a minister of Christ, which made him 
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shrink from every approach to it. Beyond this it would 
Bot be easy to fix upon any thing ia his conduct of a 
questionable nature. Doubtless he partook of that depra- 
vity of heart which has spread itself through the whole 
family of fallen men ; and whatever he was, as he himself 
would have been the first to declare, ** he was by the grace 
of God.'' 

The differences in natural disposition are so great, 
that the conflict between the two opposing principles 
of the flesh and spirit which takes place in the heart of 
every Christian, is far less observable in some characters 
than in others. Bat we must not therefore rashly conclude 
that they have had less to overcome, because their trials 
and temptations have been of a different nature. Nor 
should any omit to follow their example on the ground that 
they do not possess an equally hi^ppy temperamentofmind. 
With respect to those virtues which are peculiarly adapt* 
ed to recommend religion to the world, it is indeed strange 
that any persons should neglect to exercise them, and yet 
imagine that they are actuated by a supreme desire to 
promote the glory of God and the salvation of men. Had 
there been no express command in Scripture to adorn the 
doctrine of God our Saviour in all things, it would have 
been included in the law of love ; and it is difficult to be« 
lieve that man sincere in his Christian profession, who 
alleges any natural disposition whatever as a sufficient 
excuse for not exhibiting religion in an attractive form. 
There are so many subordinate motives to impel men to 
the cultivation of what is amiable and praise*worthy in 
the sight of their fellow-creatures, that it might have 
been imagined an apostolic injunction to this effect was 
unnecessary. But the Spirit of God knew better the 
backwardness of the human heart to all that is good, even 
when renewed by Divii^ grace. St Paul therefore was 
taught to urge his beloved converts to the study and prac- 
tice of the social virtues, hj positive precept, by personal 
example, and by tlie promise of the Divine favour, and of 
that blessedness which is inseparable from an intimate 
communion with the God of peace. " Finally , brethren,'* 
he says, ** whatsoever things are true, whatsoever things 
are honest, whatsoever things are just, whatsoever things 
are pure, whatsoever things are lovely, whatsoever things 
are of good report; if there be any virtue, sad if there 
be any praise, think on tliese things. Those things 
which je have learned and received, and heard, and 
■eeA inme, do; and the God of peace shall be with yov."

We pray for all who profess and call them- 
selves Christians that they may be led into the 
way of truth, and hold the faith in unity of Spirit^ 
in the bond of peace, and in righteousness of life. 
Finally, we commend to thy fatherly goodness 
all those who sre any ways afflicted or distressed; 
that it may please thee to comfort and relieve them 
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according to their several necessities. And this we 
beg, for Jesus Christ's sake, our Lord.

to raise up those that fall, and finally to beat dowa 
Satan under their feet. 

Grant these our requests, O merciful Father, 
for the honour of our only Mediator and Advocate,

mo8T great and glorious Lord God, who shall 
not fear thee, and glorify thy name? Thou art the 
dreadful and the jealous God, against whose di« 
vine Mnjesly all our sins have been committed. 
By evil ihoughts and idle words, by leaving undone 
what we ought to do, and by doing what we ought 
not to do, we have failed continually in our duty 
to thee, to our neighbour, and to ourselves.

Lord, we are unclean^ 
and thou mightest justly regard us with abhorrence. 

But, to whom should we go but unto thee, who 
alone givest medicine to heal our sickness? Mer- 
cifully with thy favour look upon us, for the wor- 
thiness of thy only begotten Son, Jesus Christ, 
through whom alone we seek all spiritual bless- 
ings at thy hands. Speak the word only, and 
thy servants shall be healed. From all our pollu- 
tions, do thou cleanse us in his most precious 
blood.

But we present ourselves before thee, laden as 
we are with the guilt of all the sins of this week, 
and of our past lives; for thou art long-suffering 
and of great pity, forgiving iniquity, transgres- 
sion, and sin. Pardon us, therefore, O Lord, 
according to the multitude of thy mercies. Have 
regard unto him, who knew no sin, and was made 
a sin-offering for us, that we might be made thy

righteousness in him. Look npon Jesns, the Son 
^of David, the Son of thy love. Remember his 
offering, and accept his sacrifice. Turn not away 
the lace of thine Anointed, who, by his own blood* 
is entered into heaven itself, and now appeareth in 
thy presence for us. Hear us, we pray thee, for 
his sake, and for the glory of thy name. 

Another week of our life is closing; and onr 
last week will soon come. Lord, make ne to 
know our end, and the measure of our days, dint 
we may know how frail we are.

Qualify them, in all things, for the work to 
which thou bast called them; that they may be 
able, by sound doctrine, both to exhort and to con- 
vince the gain-sayers, and to promote the edification 
of thy believing people. We pray thee, especially, 
to be gracious unto the place in which we live; to 
the Church of which we are members; [to thy ser- 
vant who ministereth unto us in holy things;^ and 
to all our beloved friends and neighbours. 

Keep them and us, by thy mighty power, through 
the hours of darkness; and fit us all for the sacred 
employments of the coming Sabbath. And when, 
at the last, it shall please thee to gather us to our 
fathers, raise up others in our room, who shall 
serve thee better than ourselves; that, from gene- 
ration to generation, thy name may be glorified on 
the earth, till days and weeks shall be no more for 
ever. 

These things we beg for Jesus Christ^s aake; 
who, with thee, O Father, and thee, O Holy 
Ghost, liveth and reigneth, ever one God, world 
without end.
